Twenty years ago a determined group of jaysee students printed 
without benefit of school appropriation’ or backing the first edition « ~ 
of El Don with the nameplate “Junior College News.” eae 

Prior to the publication of the three column four-page sheet there 
had appeared from time to time in the Generator, high sehool publica- 
tion, a “Junior College Comment” column. 

In 1924-25, Theodore Jessee, editor of The Generator, started a 
special section for college news with the work-to be done by college | 
students. Twenty collegians set to work to print a page. Dorothy 
Cartwright became the first editor and John H. McCoy, now director | | 
of the Santa Ana junior college, acted as assistant editor. 

On Dec. 17, 1924, the Christmas: 
edition, still a three-column four- 
page paper made its appearance. | 
El Don, the Spanish translation of 
The Don, was first used on the 
name plate in the Jan. 7, 19381 
edition, by order of Editor Oran.” | 
Asa. Asa was also responsible for 
the adoption of the slogan: “‘With 
one aim—to serve student and col- 
lege.’”” This was the election slo- | 
gan used by Mr. McCoy in his -| 
successful campaign for the presi-: | 
dency of the Associated Students ~ 
in 1925.

Albert R. Watson, U.S. Navy, 
was reported yesterday by the War 
Department as killed in action on 
Nov. 24 near the Gilbert Islands. 

Lt. Charles F. Young, a gradu- 
ate of jaysee, died in Belgium on 
Nov. 10. He was in the signal 
corps of the army. 

Lt. Alton Bayne Ashley of Fort 
Morgan, Col. was among those who 
lost their lives in France on D-Day.

tures, wrapping desks; a secre- 
tarial class room constructed with 
its special sneeds in mind. We 
should be able to have the student 
experience situations similar to 
that which he will find in the store 
or office which he will enter. I 
speak from the point of view of 
a commerce instructor but that 
which applies in this department 
must, I am sure, apply to the 
school as a whole. 


Gail S. Smith—A junior college 
worthy of the community of Santa 
Ana is a necessity in a democratic 
society in which an A.B. degree 
is no longer the end of education. 
As more and more students at- 
tend college, and more and more 
students stay in college from five 
to eight years, it becomes increas- 
ingly desirable to make the early 
years available at home. 


Etta M. Cottrell—Not so many 
years ago, when we were on the 
other campus, our college had an 
enrollment of a thousand students. 
The present campus is wholly in- 
adequate to carry on a program 
suited to the needs of such a num- 
ber of students whereas we, in 
this area, can assuredly expect 
that a much greater number will 
be coming to us after the war. As 
the county seat of Orange County 
we should have a college equipped 
to meet the needs of a thousand, 
perhaps several thousand, students. 


Genevieve Humiston—A com- 
munity is known by its schools. 
The junior college exists to serve 
the community. Present predic- 
tions of future needs indicate that 
the number’ seeking a junior col- 
lege education ‘will increase great- 
ly as more men and women return 
to this community from the armed 
forces, wartime employment, and 
high school graduates who do not 
find jobs so readily.

Let’s build 
our new college in time to- be of 
real service.
